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Applicant's declaration under 37 CFR §1.131 has been considered and is persuasive with regard to claims 1, 2, 5, 6, and 9-13 but not 
persuasive with regard to claims 3, 4, 7, and 8. The declaration discloses "co-sputtering" at page 8, line 20 of the translation but does 
not appear to disclose single target or mosaic sputtering. As co-sputtering generally involves the use of more than one target, single 
target and mosaic sputtering are not believed to be supported or rendered obvious by the disclosure of co-sputtering in the affidavit. As 
such, claims 1, 2; 5, 6, and 9-13 which are supported by the affidavit are considered to be allowable while claims 3, 4, 7, and 8 which are 
not supported remain rejected for the reasons of record.
